Allen Address 


Keynotes MUCC 


Dr. Durward Allen, 
professor 
Cl wildlife m anagem ent at Purdue 
University, gave an address at 
the Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs convention 
here Saturday 
which 
was hailed 
by retiring 
MUCC President B ernard Ansley 
as the high point of the four day 
m eeting. 
It was so forceful that after Dr. 
Allen had concluded there was a 
call for questions and there were 
virtually none, so com pletely did 
the gathering of sportsm en agree 
with the em inent wildlife special­ 
ist. 
And yet w hat he recom m ended 
as policy for 
M ichigan’s 
deer 
herd 
control has been rejected 
by the M ichigan Legislature. The 
situation dram atizes the lag be­ 
tween scientific knowledge about 
how to provide m ore deer hunting 
for Michigan and public accept­ 
ance of that knowledge. 
Biologists, said Dr. Allen, want 
to do three things for deer con­ 
trol: 
I. They want to use the hunt­ 
ers’ guns as the principal limiting 
factor on deer herd size. 
They 
want to keep the herd at m axim um 
priductivity by heavy cropping. 
This m eans that they would only 
reduce the w inter herd 
below 
the productive capacity 
of the 
deer range. The herd would snap 
back in population because of the 
high reproduction thus m aintain­ 
ed. 
Urge Heavy Kill 
t. To send a big p art of the 
herd home in the early fall with 
the hunters 
instead of 
letting 
them die in the brush of m alnu­ 
trition and 
attendant 
diseases. 
This cropping would take the herd 
pressure off the w inter range. 
3. With the herd reduced the 
range could be improved to pro­ 
vide m ore feed for increased deer 
production. 
Quail have a reproductive capa­ 
city of 80 per cent a year, said 
Dr Allen, pheasants 75 per cent 
and rabbits 75 to 80 per cent. “ We 
can shoot 60 per cent of the rab ­ 
bits In M ichigan and 
have as 
m any again for next y ear’s shoot­ 
ing,” he said, “but 
we’re 
not 
doing 
it. 
M ichigan’s whitetail 
dee 
have an annual reproduction 
up to 40 per cent. 
The 
hunter 
takes part, but he is not a de­ 
structive factor because the crop 
taken is m ore than replaced ev­ 
ery year by natural reproduction. 
“ The hunting the fox does is 
in the sam e category. Predators 
ordinarily are not a lim iting fac­ 
tor in gam e control. 
Biologists 
are all against predator control. 
You have got to kill more than 
four-fifths of the foxes 
before 
you affect next y ea r’s crop. 
If 
you thin them out it is the best 
way to keep them healthy. 
“ California 
is 
shooting 
5 per 
cent of its big deer herd 
but 
losing 30 per cent each 
year. 
Hunters 
are 
concerned 
about 
what predators are doing to the 
deer, but not 
concerned 
with 
what m alnutrition is doing. Cull­ 
ing of deer by predators has made 
the deer w hat it is. Ontario has 
had a wolf bounty for 15 years, 
but wolves have increased 
and 
Spread their range and the deer 
have spread their range despite 
the wolves, yet O ntario hunters 
are concerned about wolves. We 
have a few wolves left in the Up­ 
per Peninsula. 
Michigan is one 
of only three states that still have 
tim ber wolves. 
(Wisconsin 
ana 
Minnesota are the others.)

Wilderness 
“ Do you know how fast we are 
losing our wilderness? The wolf 
has the sam e kind of value as

Undulant Fever Comes 


From Infected Animals 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN M D — Written for NEA Service 


One of the big health problems of today 
that related to the disease 
known 
as 
brucellosis. Undulant fever, which is per­ 
haps better known, is one variety. 
Brucellosis is a germ disease. It is spread 
to human beings principally by 
drinking 
milk from infested animals or coming in 
contact with contaminated meat of animals 
which have been slaughtered for food. The 
animals particularly likely to be involved 
are cattle, sheep, goats, and hogs. 
The most common form of the disease 
in human beings is caused by one of sev­ 
eral varieties of germs belonging to the 
brucella family, and giving rise to un d u ­ 
lant fever.

On good fabric, well-dyed, sizing is of course a desir­ 
able thing. “Thin” fabrics need it more for body. Upon 
cleaning we merely restore the sizing, and th a t’s that. 
You get back a garm ent which is crisp and pretty again 
and looks exactly like it did when it was new. 


W hat you do have to be careful about are things 
like this: 
* 
T. 
Items in which the sizing is used to disguise in­ 
feriorities or defects. 
For example, sizing may lie used 
to hold a dye in place, but once ifs removed, the dye 
bleeds. 


2. Or items in which the sizing is used to make in­ 
ferior fibre look like its higher priced relative. Example: 
Satins or taffetas which have been unduly sized so th at 
at the time of purchase you’ll be under the impression 
you’re getting a richer garm ent than it actually is. 


3. 
W orst of all, items in which the fabric may be 
sized with one solution and the print or design with an­ 
other. 
Result often is th at one sizing solution may be 
soluble in water, while the other is soluble in solvent. 
Thus you wind up with a garment which can be neither 
wet-cleaned nor dry-cleaned, and can not be spotted. 


RECOMMENDATION: 
Ask the me it* bant when 
you buy whether the item will stand up under ordinary 
cleaning procedures. 
Get only things which have one 
kind of sizing on them— either wet or drv-cleanable, but 
NOT ROTH AT THE SAME TIME.

Marie Evening News 
S A U L T ST E. M A R IE (ZP)— One 
h u n d r e d 
y e a r s 
a g o , 
on 
Ju n e 18, 1855, it 
small 
wooden 
steamer opened 
traftie 
through 
the Sault Locks, key to the w orld’s 
greatest inland w aterw ay. 


The steamer was 
the 
Illinois, 
and this relatively 
tiny 
vessel 
the forerunner of a stream of traf­ 
fic that has been unbroken for a 
century except for the winters of 
a hundred years. 


The production record of 
this 
parade of long ships in that time 
reached a 
total 
of 
4,288.552.898 
tons at the end of the first cen­ 
tury's 
operation 
of 
the 
Sault 
Locks, more form ally known 
as 
the St. M ary’s Falls Canal. 


Rapids Were Barrier 
About one-fourth of the 
total 
has been handled by the locks in 
the past ten years, a total of 1,- 
072,755.708 tons. Tonnage in the 
first year of operation totaled 14,- 
503 tons, not even a good load for 
one of today's modern ore earners. 
In the record-breaking season of j 
1953, 128,510,232 tons were trans­ 
ported through the locks. This was 
more than the total of all freight j 
handled by the canal in the first i 
40 years of operation. 
P rio r to 1855, Sault Ste. M arie 
was the barrier to navigation be­ 
tween Lake Superior and the low- j 
er lakes. It was at the Sault that i 
the 
waters 
of 
Lake 
Superior 
tumbled down over the St. M a ry ’s 
R iver rapids to the level of Lake 
Huron waters, a drop of about 20 
feet. 
Portage For Canoes 
For the first 200 years of Sault j 
Ste. Marie's European history, the i 
rapids w ere but one of m any bar- j 
riers to the fur traders who were j 
the first commercial users of th e 1 
Great Lakes w aterw ay. 
It 
w’a s ; 
only one more portage for the in ­ 
trepid 
canoemen 
who 
ranged 
thousands of miles in 
quest 
of 
pelts. 
These fur traders were aware of 
mineral wealth in the Lake Super­ 
ior area, but their birch-bark ca­ 
noes were for furs, not iron ore 
and copper. 
A “ copper rush” to M ichigan’s 
Upper Peninsula 
in 
the 
1840’s 
changed all that; it was followed 
by discovery of the ’‘Iron M oun­ 
tains” in what is now the M a r­ 
quette Range. 
These 
fabulous 
discoveries 


would remain in the earth, how­ 
ever, unless an economic method 
could be devised to put them to 
m an’s use. 


Canal Iii Wilderness 
Cheap transportation 
was 
the 
basic requirement, but as long as 
cargo had to be unloaded at Sault 
i Ste. Marie, portaged around the 
rapids, 
and 
re-loaded, 
cheap 
transportation would 
be 
impos­ 
sible. 
In the early 1850’s, 
a 
young 
scales salesman named Charles T. 
H arvey showed up at Sault Ste. 
Marie. He looked over the m iner­ 
al areas of the Upper Peninsula 
at first hand, and saw the poten­ 
tialities of the region. 
But he also saw that a ship ca­ 
nal would be required at Sault 
Ste. Marie in order to tap those 
riches economically. 
A group of eastern 
capitalists 
formed the St. M a ry ’s Falls Ship 
i Canal Co., and for a land grant 
of 750,000 acres, set out to con­ 
struct the canal in what was still 
virtu ally wilderness, 
H arvey w'as appoimed 
general 
agent. He and his crew' 
of 
400 
men arrived at the Sault on Ju n e 
I, 1853. to start w'ork. 
For tw'o 
summers 
and 
two 
winters, the work went on. 
They succeeded where the State 
of Michigan had failed in its ca­ 
nal-building attempt in 1839. On 
Ju n e 
18. 
Capt. 
Ja c k 
Wilson 
brought the steamer Illinois into 
the canal to open the first Sault 
lock. 


Tw'o important events in 
Sault 
Locks history occurred in 
1881; 
the U. S. Arm y Corps of Engineers 
took over operation of the canal 
from the State of M ichigan, and 
the Weitzel Lock was opened to 
traffic. 
East One In 1943 
Meanwhile, the 
United 
States 
was on the verge of a great spurt 
in its industrialization, and steel 
wra.s king. Steel required ore; ore 
carrying required 
larger, 
more 
economical ships; 
they 
required 
larger locks and deeper channels.

The 
newest lock, the M acArthur, nam-
